SOMEWHERE IN CEN-

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Christians In A Crisis Hour 


The eyes of the world have literally been upon Mis- 
sissippi in the past few days. The state has been con- 
demned, ridiculed and censured. It has also been praised, 
defended and approved. News media have carried the 
storv to the ends of the earth, and the name of the state 
has been upon the lips of multiplied millions of people. 
History will long record the story of events in Mississipp! 
in October, 1962 

Now that conditions have returned more nearly to 
normal, there is opportunity. for those caught in the swirl- 
ing tides of criticism and praise, to have time for an 
objective look and to try to find some answers. All Mis- 
sissippians are agreed that the whole experience has been 
tragic, and they are determined that it shall not happen 
again. To understand all of the ‘factors that brought it, 
and to find a final solution, is not as easy nor as simple 
‘as some of our critics seem to think. 

While the basic problem which brought the crisis was 
integration, there were many other factors involved. Politi- 
cal issues were great, and unanswered constitutional mat- 
ters were at the heart of the conflict. Social customs of 
centuries were also a part of the problem, as were the 
difficulties which are involved when two racial groups 
of nearly the same numerical proportions live side by side. 
This latter situation is not faced in any other state in the 
same manner in which it is faced here. This multiplicity 
of involvements makes satisfactory solution: almost im- 
possible, except by the guidance of and with the help of 
God.

Preachers, like- 
wise, are individuals and speak. as they will, Some preach- 
ers and churches in Mississippi are reported to have spoken 
on the issues before us. It is probable that many others | 
have done so. 

The Mississippi Baptist Convention has not made any | 
statement because it has not been in session, and will not | 
meet. until November. Likewise the Mississippi Baptist | 
Convention Board does not convene until next month. No 
individual is authorized to speak for either group. Certain- | 
ly no one can predict what either of these bodies will say 
or do when they do meet. 

The Baptist Record has already expressed its feeling 
in a front page editorial in the October 4 issue, words 
written on the morning after a tragic night shadowed the 
state. Grief was expressed over the tragedy that had 
transpired, and “utter disapproval” was avowed of “acts 
of violence, riot and lawlessness”. Moreover, a call was 
made for all Christians of the state to pray that God’s 
solution to the crisis might be found. The paper has not 
changed its stand on any of this, and believes that its 
position represents the feeling of every Christian in Mis- 
sissippi. The people want law and order maintained, and 
do not want mob violence or rule to be allowed anywhere 
in the state.

Atlanta, Ga. (BP)—-The U.S. 
Supreme Court was hailed by 
Louie D. Newton, national 
president of Protestants and 
Other Americans United, for 
its 8-1 refusal to review a de- 
cision of the Oregon ;Supreme 
Court striking down a statute 
under which public funds had 
financed textbooks for paroch- 
ial schools. 


“This confirms what many

Newton said, ‘“‘That public aid 
to ‘schools owned and, operated 
by. churches must come under 
the same ban as public aid to 
the churches themselves. 
It was estimated in Oregon 
that Catholic schools in the 
state will have to make an im- 
mediate outlay of more than 
$200,000 to furnish books here- 
tofore purchased by the state.
